ityand compassion that is far beyond his thirteen years. 


Part of it comes from his bald head, kept naked and shining 


by a straight razor shave every two weeks. Another part comes 
from his loose Buddhist robes. But mostly it comes from his face. 


Minh is a novice Buddhist monk at the An Quang Pagoda in 


Saigon. 


He's been there since he was ten, sharing a cell with two 


other novices. 


Minh's day begins with prayer early in the morning. He prays 


again for an hour in the evening. Six days a week, for four 
hours each day, he attends a Buddhist school. Most of the rest of 
his time is spent studying Buddhist scriptures. 


One of six sons of a South Vietnamese rice farmer, the young 


novice takes his new life seriously. The five Buddhist command- 
ments prohibit murder, theft, lying, lust and drunkeness. For the 
monk, three more are added prohibiting anger, passion and 
ambition. 


For a three month period during each year, Minh and olher 


monks remain inside their pagoda, contemplating these and 
bther laws td intensify their devotions to their Lord Buddha. 


The rest of the time they may move about but only with ex- 


treme caution since Buddhism teaches that any kind of killing, 
even stepping on an insect, is sinful. 


Mirth says that he is too young to understand politics but ad- 


mits that he has participated in some recent anti-government 
demonstrations. "I always obey the orders of my superiors," he 
explained. 


When asked if he thought a Buddhist monk should be Prime 


Minister to guide the war-torn nation to a better destiny, he 
answered diplomatically, "I am taught that Buddhist monks have 


no ambition." 


Le Van Minh, who has eight more years of study before he 


becomes a full-fledged monk, is a very old young man.

sympathv, to showing the oper- 
ations of these mountain fieht- 
ers with leftists tendencies who 
have been operating in classic 
hit and run fashion against the 
government. 
The program 
explained in 


slightly fuzzy style the goal of 
the outlaws — and suggested 
they were typical 
of under- 


ground warriors In other coun- 
tries. They crop up in underde- 
veloped countries whre land 
reform is needed and where the 
population is sharpJy divided 
between a few haves and a lot 
of have-note. 
Fortunately for the NBC cam- 


era team, a couple of the Guate- 
mala guerrillas had a rudimen- 
tary knowledge of English and, 
what was more, a keen working 
knowledge of the uses of propa- 
ganda. Otherwise they wpuW 
never have welcomed the televi- 
sion team to shoot pitcures of 
them. They emerged, all of 
them, looking rather like ro- 
mantic Robin Hoods. 
The program made a great 


point that the 
most fertile 


ground for the outbreak of such 
warfare is in countries with a 
peasant class that is largely 
illiterate and held in something 
like feudal bondage, dominated 
by rich landowners supported 
by government military forces. 


Similar guerrilla warfare ex- 


ists in neighboring countries of 
Peru and Colombia, boa* W 
which were touched upon lightjy 
in the program.

NEW YORK— (NEA)~ Rob Gardner is a 21-year-old 


left-handed pitcher for the New York Mets who'd make 
you think he's twice his age. 


For instance, Rob has pitched two months in the 


major leagues, and already he has lost his fast ball. 
That's a Met effect. 


"At the end of last season," he mused as he dug his 


spikes into the carpet of the Met dressing room in Shea 


Stadium. "I was a fast-bull pitcher. Now I'm relying 
more on breaking stuff and control. I hope- my fast ball 
comes back." 


The odds are with him. and the kid's not suffering in 


the meantime. He worked into manager Wes Weslruin's 
starting rotation in spring training and has pitched 
strongly enough to retain his spot. 


He has also established himself as a personality proto- 


type for the New Breed. For instance, there's his name. 
Most guys named Robert wind up being Boh instead of 
Rob. ' 


Your first name is Robert, isn't it? 
"Wrong. As a matter of fact, it's Richard." 


Then why Rob? 
"It's kind of confusing. When I was younger, my 


mother called me Robin. I didn't like that, so I short- 
ened it to Rob." 


Where did she derive the Robin from? 
"She said my mouth was always open like a bird's, 


and then she went from there." 


Gardner's the kind of character who once climbed a 


mountain in Vermont and staked a claim to it by tieitig 
his T-shirt to a stick in the ground. An ordinary kid just 
turned 21 might be surprised to find himself pitching in 
the major leagues. 


"Well, the more I think about," he said, trying not to 


think, "it seems kind of strange. But when I was in the 
minor leagues for three years that's all I ever strove for. 
Now that I am here, I'm not really awed by the hitters. 
I'm throwing the same pitches, maybe with a little better 
control." 


Right there you know he's different. Young lefthand- 


ers are traditionally wild. The thought occurred that 
even with his poise, Rob might turn around, case the 
crowd at Shea Stadium and wonder what he's doing out 
there on the mound. 


"Not," he observed, "unless I'm in a lot of Irouble. 


Then I kind of wonder what I really AM doing out there. 
Otherwise, I don't notice the people much. It's nice, too, 
to be in a big stadium. I've pitched in some places where 
if you threw sidearm, you'd scrape your knuckles on the 
wall." 


Gardner, drafted by the Mets from the Minnesota 


organization after one year at Orlando, has stopped off 
in Wilson, Auburn, Salinas, Williamsport and Buffalo 
en route to Shea Stadium. All along he was regarded as 
a good prospect. 


"The confidence has always been there," he noted. 


"But I don't think the pitching know-how has always 
been there. Every time I get somebody out, it gets a lit- 
tle better. My skills are increasing more than my con- 
fidence." 


And doesn't the enthusiasm of the Met fans provide a 


stimulant, too? 


"I never played in a town quite like this. The people 


here are really rabid. You know they're behind you 100 
per cent." 


He noted, parenthetically, that another thing which 


made New York a different kind of town was the peo- 
ple. 


"It's got more of 'em," he said. 
He won his first two starts of the new season pitching 


with the poise and nonchalance of a window washer on 
the 86th floor. If anything bothers him when he's out 
on the mound, he doesn't show it. 


Allen's Caddies Glad 
To Extend Services

PHILADELPHIA—(NEA)—Fof 13 years, 


Dick Groat has been the type of professional 
other professionals admire. 


It goes far beyond daily production. Dick 


Groat, whether in Pittsburgh, St. Louis or 
Philadelphia, always has produced. 


Perhaps it's the way he has done it: quiet- 


ly, efficiently, dramatically. 


Because he so often has 


carried a team for weeks at 
a time, G r o a t sounded 
strange admitting that he, 
too, needed the lift Richie 
Allen provided when he re- 
turned to the Philadelphia 
Phillies lineup at the end of 
May. 


"It makes no difference 


how long you've been In the 
game," Groat said, "or what 
you've done to realize how 
much a guy like Richie Allen 
means. We all have our functions, but when 
he's in the lineup it makes a tremendous dif- 
ference to everyone In the batting order. 


"Do you know what his bat means? Does 


Willie Mays mean much to the Giants? That's 
what Allen means to us, 


"He is just so unbelievably strong that he 


can break a game open at any time he walks 
to the plate." 


It was in Chicago, sliding into second base, 


that Allen suffered a partially dislocated 
shoulder. For nearly a month, he was in-

active, except fof a few pinch-hitting appear* 
ances. 


Without him, the Phillies promptly lost^ 


of 13 one-fun games. 
By May 27, with the Philadelphia record at 
18-18, Gene Mauch Inserted Allen into the 
lineup. But he was in left field now, not third 
base, because he could not throw across the 
diamond. 


He could, however, swing with a minimum 


of pain, and the National League standings 
soon reflected his return. 


In a matter of weeks, he had seven home 


runs and 21 RBI, which made Gene Mauch's 
prophesies sound quite true. 
C> 


"We'll be all right," Mauch insisted during 


the Phillies' slump, "if we can stay close un- 
til Allen gets back." 


Now that he is back, the Phillies are will' 


ing to swap his offensive power for his de- 
fensive liabilities in left field. He simply 
can't throw correctly yet. 


"We don't even try to make a play at sec- 


ond base when a ball is hit safely out there in 
left," Groat said. "When I'm playing short, 
my instructions are to get out there as fast 
as possible and get the ball for the relay." £ > 


Usually Groat—or Bobby Wine, the other 


Philadelphia shortstop—is within 10 or 15 
feet of Allen by the time he has fielded the 
ball. Richie then lobs the ball to the short- 
stop, who makes the throw back to the in- 
field. 


It means a lot of extra legwork for Groat 


and Wine. 


They figure, however, they'll receive some 


extra pay for it in October when the World 
Series checks arrive in the mail. 


The Best at Second Base

NEW YORK — (NEA) — There's a sports 


cliche that has forever puzzled Bill Mazero- 
ski, mainly because it is forever being ap- 
plied to him. 


"Quick hands," the Pittsburgh Pirates 


second baseman said. "Now 
just what the devil does that 
mean? Not only in baseball, 
but any sport. It's mislead- 
ing, I think." 


It doesn't mean that Maze- 


roski can 
flip a bite of 


steak into his mouth faster 
than most people, or that he 
holds some sort of record 
for shoelace tying. 


What it's supposed 
to 


mean is that Mazeroski can 
take a throw at second base 
and whip it off to first to complete a double 
play with his hands working in a kind of 
blur. 


"This is the misleading part," Maz said. 


"It isn't,fast hands at all. It's more like a 
technique and it has very little to do with 
so-called natural ability." 


Cincinnati second baseman Pete Rose, 


who has been bothered in his major league 
career by the double-play pivot, once came 
to Mazeroski for advice and remarked, "I 
wish I had your hands." 


"I told Pete he probably had better wrists 


and hands than I have. He's a switch hitter, 
after all, and a good one. I appreciate the 
compliment, but I told him if he wanted to 
learn anything from me he hould start watch- 
ing my feet, not my hands. 


"This is the technique. Many second base- 


men think they should get to the bag the 
same time the ball does, but actually you 
?'->ould get there a little before. 


"That way, you can get your feet set and 


you can push off the bag in any direction. 
By pushing hard with our leg, you can get 
more speed and accuracy into the throw 
without cranking up your arm, which wastes 
time. 


"This is what makes it seem like I'm just 


giving the ball a quick flip, with abbreviated 
arm motion. And this is the illusion of 'quick 
hands.' " 


It is no illusion that the Pirates have led 


the National League in double plays the past 
several years. Last season Pittsburgh made 
189 double plays, 23 more than second-place 
Chicago. 


"The value of fielding in baseball is some- 


what underplayed," Mazeroski said. "People 
tell me I could be in the Hall of Fame some- 
day if my hitting (.265 lifetime) was as good 
as my glove. 


"But that doesn't bother me. There's got 


to be somebody on a team with a glove, espe- 
cially in the infield. If I'm that guy on this 
club, then I've fulfilled my ambition in base- 
ball. 


"It would be nice to be both a hitter and 


a fielder. You always see hitters with bats 
in their hands. In practice I'm always carry- 
ing my glove, picking up stray balls." 


Said Pirate reliefer Elroy Face, "Maz could 


hit .099 and it wouldn't change his value to 
this club any." 


And the other Pirate infielders worship 


him. 


"He makes me look great," said shortstop 


Gene Alley. "He's always working on his 
defensive play and it makes me work on 
mine, too." 


Alley recalled the time he complimented 


the Pirate captain on his "quick hands." 


"He didn't say anything but the way he 


looked I thought he was going to take my 
head off."
